| portion of the troops, to the chief town, 


THE DISTURBANCES IN JAVA,’ 


The following is‘a translation from the official 
Fava Courant of the'r6th October, 1888, giving 
some details of the recent disorders in one of 
the districts of'that Island |< | 


During the night of the 11th and 12th instant: 
information was‘ received by. the Resident of 
Soerakarta,, that a band of about thirty eyil 
disposed people clothed in priests’ dresses, with 
white turbans, had taken forcible Rosaction of 
the rest-house at .Srikaton, also called Tawang 
Manjoe, situated in. Karang Pandan, near the 
‘boundary: of the Residency Madioen, and that 
‘the police were not able to drive them away. 
the cavalry of the, legion of -Pangeran 
Adipati Ario Praboe Prang Wedono, the men 
who could be spared from the dragoons of the 
body-guard, and thirty Amboinese soldiers of the 
parrison at Socrakarta’ were at once despatched 
to Karang Pandan. These troops, together with 
the Resident, who had left the chief place of 
Socrakarta at six o'clock on the morning of the 


‘rath, with the Pangeran Adipati, arrived at 


Srikaton at 12 o'clock on the same day, 

The cavalry, which had marched along a road 
covered by jungle, arrived some minutes before 
the infantry, and ‘immediately surrounded the 
compound of therest-house, Theinfantry searched 
the grounds and out-houses and found that the 
evil disposed people had shut themselves up in 


the main building, After three summonses in | 


Javanese, which were ‘partly drowned by the 
religious singing (athir) of the evil disposed peo- 
ple, the doors were forced open, whereupon, after 


‘further summonses, 42 persons, including women 


and children surrendered themselves. They were 
bound and taken away, The remainder, among 
whom wag one who came with a A/ewang ing 
menacing attitude into the inner roam, appeared 
unwilling to surrender, notwithstanding that after 
each shot they were summoned to do so.
